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The attention of the public is at length directed to the proceed- 
ings of public companies, while the importance and advantage of 
publicity being given to reports and correspondence, are daily 
becoming more apparent. Within the past few weeks we have 
had numerous instances of the mode in which companies are con- 
ducted at home and abroad—the want of caution in some cases 
—incompetency on the part of the management in others—the in- 
terests of the proprietors too often sacrificed to personal pique— 
and, the resolutions of public meetings rendered nugatory, by either 
not being carried into effect by the Directors when passed, 
or rescinded by the proprietors themselves at a subsequent meet- 
ing, without regard to the legality or equity of such a course. 
These tend to bring into disrepute Scrip Companies, which, although 
very convenient, we must confess, were never favourites of ours ; 
and, indeed, where meetings may be so readily packed, as has 
been too much the case of late—where there is so much difficulty 
to enforce calle—where an undertaking fit only for individual en- 
terprise is divided into thousands of shares, with a Board of 
Directors totally ignorant of the merits or demerits, or even the 
nature of the business which they profess to manage, we cannot 
be surprised at the general apathy of the public, and their disin- 
clination to embark in newly projected companies. 

We have already cautioned our readers on the subject, more 
particularly with respect to Mining Companies ; and while we are 
ready to admit that there is a wide field for the capitalist in explor- 
ing ground hitherto unproved (and we will take many parts of 
Devonshire and Cornwall which have hitherto been neglected, and 
Wales also, as an instance), still it behoves every one to investi- 
gate well the motives of the projectors, and the prospects of suc- 
cess; and, further, to satisfy themselves of the integrity and com- 
petency of those on whom the management devolves. 

We have been led to make these observations in consequence of 
the “ proceedings,” to which attention has been directed through the 
medium of the press, of one or two companies, It will be remem- 
bered, that nearly two months ago two stormy meetings were held 
of a Scrip Company for working mines in Cornwall, when charges 
were, through the medium of a report presented by the Directors, 

against their agent, and who had in consequence been re- 
moved by them from his office. On that occasion it was resolved that 
the report should be received and printed. ‘This has not been done. 
It was also resolved that a committee should be appointed to in- 
quire into the charges, and to report at a meeting to be convened 
on an carly day. ‘This also has not been done. At the time it 
wae our earnest wish that an exposé should have been avoided, as 
being calculated only to be injurious to companies generally, and 
which could not in the alightest degree advance the interests of 
any one party. But why are not the resolutions of the meeting 
acted upon and carried into effect? 

An instance of the want of caution or ability in the management 
is afforded us in\the “ Union Gold Mining Company,” on the sub- 
ject of which a letter appeared in our last, and to which a reply is 
furnished in our present number. A Company is formed in Ame- 
rica, having a Local Direction of men whom we believe to be of 
undoubted high moral character: a portion of their interest is dis- 
posed of, at a premium, to parties in England © specimens yielding 
high produce are brought over, (and we are not aware that any 
doubt can be thrown on the integrity of the parties, either at home 
or abroad)—the Company is formed; machinery is ordered; a 
party of Cornish miners sent out; and the result is, the lode is 
worked, the machinery put in action, the washing of the ore takes 
place, and the large quantity raised—estimated, according to sam- 
ples, at a considerable amount—is found to be, according to report, 
worthless, The establishment is in a great measure broken up ;— 
the proprietors give up in despair ;—and thus the ‘ Gold Region” 


of America becomes, in the estimation of the English public, | 


| valueless; and the character’ of the projectors of the Company in 
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some degree impugned, as not having exercised proper caution, or 
as being incompetent. 

For ourselves, we do not charge them with a want of caution ; 
the several reports which have been made on the gold district of 
Virginia under the direction of the Government, the quantity of 
gold hitherto extracted, the several acts of Legislature passed with 
respect to its mineral riches, justify us in arriving at the conclu- 
sion, that it was not want of caution. Ifthat be the case, itis then 
incompetency ; and we do not hesitate in expressing our opinion 
that such is the fact. We believe that they have not adopted the 
proper mode for extracting the gold; and when it is recollected 
that the Hungarian ores, yielding only three ounces of gold in one 
thousand hundted weights, are worked toa profit, we cannot 
believe that the reports we have received (not only those of the 
agehits of the Company, but of officers employed by the Govern- 
ment) are all fallacious; but are rather induced to suppose that 
the fault lies in the want of ability of those on whom the manage- 
ment of that branch of the operations rest. 

We have only further on the present occasion to advert to the pro- 
ceedings of a company reported in our present number In this case, 
Directors, after having been elected for three years, are dismissed at a 
moment's notice, with a resolution not worded in the most cour- 
teous manner ;—they are told they must refund their salaries: and 
the resignation having taken place at the command of the meeting, 
the proprietors assembled nominate a new Board, selecting some 
of the ejected, who, of course, are subject to be treated in a similar 
manner,wheneyer afew persons with afew shares, and afew nominees 
with strong lungs, can be found to move and second a resolution 
to such effect. But we are tired of the subject, and have only to 
express our hope that, with instances such as those we have cited, 
the public will ‘look before they leap.”

At a subsequent meet- 
ing, the funds of the company being very limited, and its affairs not so 
gratifying as had been entilipated, it was as a sort of volunteer proposed 
or stated by Lieutenant Brothers, (but whether the other directors assented 
we know not, although their silence on the occasion would imply as much,) 
that the directors would not receive their salaries until the affairs of the 
company were in a more prosperous state. It appears, however, that on 
the last call being made, the directors had written off the amount of the 
salaries due, as instalments on the shares held by them. The propriety 
of such course formed the subject matter of discussion, and to those who 
were not parties interested, the scene was highly amusing. 
| How many proprietors were present we will not take upon ourselves to 
say, but that there were many who never held a share we believe we may 
unhesitatingly state, and the meeting had all the appearance of a packed 
| meeting. The result, however, was, that a resolution was carried, de- 
precating in strong terms the course pursued by the directors, and de- 
claratory of the opinions of the proprietors that the directors should re- 
sign, and that they should also refund the monies received ; the said directors 
having at an antecedent meeting been elected for three years. The reso- 
lution being carried, four of the directors, Messrs. Toplis, I. L. Stevens, 
| Captain Lowe, and Mr. Blennerhassett, resigned their seats, but, we be- 
lieve, did not comply with the other request, that of refunding the money. 
Colonel Utterton not being present, his intentions could not be arrived at, 
and the meeting consequently adjourned until Thursday, then to receive 
his determination. Before the meeting separated, they, however, re-elected 
Charles Toplis, Esq., as chairman of the committee of management, with 
a salary of 50/. per annum, and nominated Messrs. Brothers, Eaton, and 
Simpson, as three of the committee, sine pay. When they will remove 
them, or further stultify themselves by their acts, did not appear; but one 
thing was very evident, that if companies are to be managed and the 
directors to be treated as in the present instance, the evil day will come 
sooner than we contemplated.

COMMERCIAL LNTELLIGENCE. 


THE COLONIAL MARKETS.-—The British Plantation market has been better 
supplied with sugars than last week; but there has not been much disposition 
shown on the part of the grocers or refiners to effect sales to any extent, conse 
quently the market has been dull; and where parchases have been made, the 
prices have again been 6d. per cwt. in favour of the buyer; and in same cases, 
where sales were forced, a great reduction has been submitted to by the importer. 
The estimated purchases for the week are 1600 hhds. Good middling Jamaica, 608. 
to 70s. ; fine bright grocery ditto, 72s. to 7%s.; good grocery Demerara, Gu. 6d. to 
6¥s.; good brown St. Vincent, 67s. 6d.; brown Tobagos, bs, to 60s. Gd, The pres 
Vailing opinion is, that ere long the market will again resume its former briskness, 
and prices will rally to their former position. 

Meuritius.— A public sale of 2600 bags were advertised for yesterday, but owing 
to the prevailing heaviness in the British Plantation market, it has been withdrawn 
for the present. There has been a few transactions privately at last week's rates. 

East ladia Sugar.—The demand for East India sugar has been only to a limited 
extent, and prices have givea way: 5:0 bags of Bengal were offered at auction, and 
pearly all taken in at a reduction of 6d. per ewt. A public sale of 2372 bags of 
Manilla was also attempted, oaly a part of which found buyers at a decline of la 
to Is. 6d. per ewt. There is more inquiry for Siam, but without leading to any 
business of moment. 

Refined Sugar.—The market for refined goods continues exceedingly dull, and 
prices are lower: the transactions during the week are only to a limited extent by 
the grocers, at a reduction of several shillings. Lumps, to pass the standard, have 
sold at s6s.: the shipping qualities are still very inactive, owing to the high Prices. 
Crushed sugar, of Amsterdam manufacture, is 6d. per cwt. lower; some suvall sales 
have been made at 4s. 6d. Fine Hambro’ loaves may be quoted at 90s. to |0Us, 
Single loaves, 86s. to 87s. Double loaves, | Ms. to 1i@s, Prussian lumps, 87% 
to 00s. 

COFFEES.—The clean qualities of British Plantation coffee has again been in 
good demand by the grocers, and prices are steady. The public sales contained 
about 270 casks and 250 barrels and bags of Jamaica and Demerara, which sold at 
fully the rates of last week ; the East India sorts have presented but little variation 
this week ; the inquiries for Ceylon has been only to a limited extent ; large parcels 
are advertised for public sale next week, admissible for home consumption at We 
6d. duty. The prices of St. Domingo are fully maintained, owing to the bad 
supply. 

TBAS.—The large public sales of free trade teas, which were to have taken place 
on Tuesday, have been postponed watil Monday next, at the request of the trade ; 
the pressure of business consequent upon the equalization of the tea dutics having 
prevented their examining the teas. The market looks firm and healthy, and 
Boheas have slightly advanced. Twankeys are also in demand. The Fast India 
Company have issued their declaration for the sale of teas in September next, the 
declaration amonnts to 4,000,000 Ibs. amt comprises 500,000 ibe, of Bohea, 
2,770,000 ibs. of Congou, Souchong, and Peke, 600,000 Ibe, of Twankey, and 
130,000 lbs. of Hyson ; in the present declaration there are 100,000 Ibs. less of Dohea 
than in the June sale, 100,000 ibs, less of Twankey, an increase of 170,000 Ibs. of 
Coagou, Souchong, &c., and 30,000 ibs. more of Hyson. The whole amount of 
Bolea tea entered under the Treasery minute for payment of the duty of Is, 6d. per 
pound, until the let of August next, is about 12,000,000 Iba, 

HOPrS.-- Accounts from East Kent, received this week, state that the bine in 
that district never appeared more promising than at present; bat the accounts 
from Mid Kent state that a little mould has appeared, in consequence of which 
several holders have withdrawn their hops from sale. The daty is not estimated 
at more than 240,000/, Prices are nominally as last week. 

TALLOW .—There has been a great depression in the prices of tallow this week, 
owing to the favourable accounts from St. Petersburgh to a late date: they state the 
total quantity that will be brought to Loadon this season will be about 40,000 casks 
more than was generally expected: it ts stated it will be about 174,000 casks, The 
market has been extremely flat, and the price on the spot has fallen to 44a. 6d., at 
which there are numerous sellers; but there is no disposition shown to make 
purchases.
